Dear My. Secretary General: 

On behalf of the Governments of the United States of America 
and the Soviet Union we desire to express to you our appreciation 
for your efforts in essisting our Governments to avert the serious 
threat to the peace which recently arose in the Caribbean area. 

While it has not been possible for our Govermuents to resolve. 
all the problems that have arisen in connection with this affair, 
they believe that, in view of the degree of understanding reached 
between them on the settlement of the crisis and the extent of 
progress in the implementation of this understanding, it is not 
necessary for this item to occupy further the attention of the 
Security Council at this time. 

The Govermnents of the United States of America and of the 
Soviet Union express the hope that the actions taken to avert tne 
threet of war in connection with this crisis will lead toward the 
adjustment of other differences between them and the generel easing 
of tensions that could cause a further threat of war.
